Oeneraa. Viewa of P ’ynfogyang-si 
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Nevrly Coras ttucted Streets 

KPilF Street ! This street or boulevard, tiiiich extends eastward from the 
P 'yjfiigyang Railroad Staticn towards the Taedong-gang (itivar) , is approximately 
50 meters vdde, and has sidewalks outside of the boulevards* It is similar 
to the boulevard in front of the Central 'Government in Seoul. 


2* Stalin Street ; Hie road runs strai^t along the Taedong-gang, extending 
between the fomer etreet-car line and tiie Tacdong~gang. It begins on the 
east end at KPAF Street and ends at YD 3S/(.52290 tdiere the fornier P 'yj^ngwj&i- 
gyo (bridge) street-car station \vas located* Hie starting point of tfiis 
stre^ has a rotary established vdth a flowor-bed. This sti*eet is 
constructed the same as KPAF Street, and has been paved ivith asphalt for 
the road and with cement bricks for pedestrians « 

3* Mansion Street (Yuiihwan-s$fe Kt^ri) : '•'■'his street starts from a point 

approximately 150 meters east of the P 'yj^ngyang Railroad Station, and runs 
northward to Sj 2 (-P ‘ypfngyang Railroad Station* At the starting point, one 
can only see several hundreds meters dovai the street, because it passes 
throu^ a hill* All along ihe street, there are numerous impressive 
ti-ro (2) or three (3) -story bull. dings on the both sides, tdiich are used 
as residence* The general public therefore refers to it as the "Hi^ 

Story Residence Street*"

Up until that time, the old station building ivas used, which 
nao been constructed just after the Aimistice. This is a half -single and 
half-double story structure built on the site of the ori^nel station 
building constructed during tiie Occupation. Hie neiv station building 
appears to be about tivice as large as the Seoul Railroad Station building, 
measuring approximately 90 meters long and 30 meters mde, with three (3) 
stories, and located approximately 50 meters north of the old station 
building*

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7. Stalin Street : 

1) From YD 382209 to VD t Between these t’^jo (2) points, tiiere v;e3:'e 

no large buHdiogs on iiie eastera side of the street, fgat there vrere 
many large buildings along the western side of the street. The 2nd 
National Department Store vfas located there, xdiich had been construc- 
ted diuing the Occupation as the Kinakai Department Store. Next to 
the 2nd National Department Store, there ms a three (3)-story building 
v/hich xvas then under construction. The loigfch of this building was 
estimated as 80 meters. Facing this building (on the eastern side of 
the street), a building, with three (3) stories, and approximateLy 30 
meters long, then v/as under construction. The National Theatre is

located at tlie southvrestern corner of the crossroads which load towards 
the Taedong-gang Bridge and the Stalin Street. This theatre building, 
daring Occupaticw was named the “Kairaku Theatre”, has been reconstruc- 
ted 3ince the Aimistice. Tliia is a three (3)-story structure, reportedly 
able to acccamnodate about 800 persons, vjith audience-seats in two (2) 
parts: a balcony and main floor. 

2) FrfM YD 382211 to 382217 : Between these tw (2) points, there were 
numerous buildings alon^the eastern side of the street, most of vjhich 
then were under construction. 

ii) The International Hotel, netdy constructed, and on the eastern 
side of the street, is situated 60 meters noi*tii of the crossroads 
mentioned above. This is a five (5) -story structure, vdth vftiite 
i^alls, measuring approximately 50 meters long and 30 meters wide. 
About 30 meters north of this hotel, there v©.s a four (4)-stoiy 
building, under construction. This building appeared to be longer 
than the International Hotel. 

b) From the end of tide building to the Central Banlc, there vrerc no 
large buildings, but many small houses, 

3) Central Bank : It is a four (4) -story structui^, located approximately 
30 meters south of the Ministry of National Defense, constructed during 
the Occupation and used as the Industrial Bank. This building is on the 
xTOst side of the street. There are no largo buildings on the eastern 
side of the street f3X>m the bank to the river side of the Taedong-gang, 
but numerous small public houses. 

4) Minl-^try of National Defense : It is a five (5) -story stiucture, xath 
granite walls for the first tvro floors and brick vails for the third 
and fourth floor's, measuring appro^rately 100 meters square. All the 
walls are pairted in vAiite. Tnis building occupies the general ar a 
from Stalin Street to the former sti«fHt-car line. 

5) KIM Il-sjfag Square : Ttiis square, vjhich occupies the general, area from 
the MONO and the Go; .bined Government Offices, vdth appraxiriately 200 
meters square. A platform to seat a board of presiders vjas located 
at the construction project for the combined government offices in 
this area vjould be cai’ried out according to the first five (5)-y0ar 
plan. 

6) Qoaabined Government Offices : It is a four (4) -story structure, vdth 
brick v;alls, and measuring approximately 60 meters square. (NOTE: 

The 1st National Department Store vdrich vijas the building used as the 
Hvra,sin Department Store during Occupation is about 30 meters from the 
Combined Governnenb Offices.)
